4. The Central Government has approved a sub¬ 
scheme titled "Mega Leather Cluster" with an 
allocation of Rs. 600 crore under Indian Leather 
Development Programme (ILDP) for implementation 
during XI and XII Plan period vide Notification No.

8. The Terms and Reference of the Empowered 

Committee will be as under:— 

0) Each Mega Leather Cluster project will be 
implemented by a Special Purpose Vehicle 
(SPV). 

(ii) The Empowered Committee will consider/validate 
the findings of the diagnostic study report and 
the Detailed Project Report (DPR) and suggest 
modification, if any, for implementation. 

(iii) The individual project proposals (DPRs) under 
the scheme will be appraised by the Project 
Management Consultant (PMC) appointed by 
Department of Industrial Policy & Promotion 
for the purpose. There would be two-stage 
process for approval of the projects: In-principle 
approval and final approval. In-principle approval 
for a project will be accorded by DIPP based 
on a Detailed Project Report (DPR) submitted 
by the SPV/promoters covering the major 
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features of the proposed project including 
feasibility studies, location & availability of land, 
financial closure and development potential. Such 
in-principle approval will be valid for a period 
of 6 months from the date of approval. In case 
final approval is not accorded to the project 
within 6 months, the in-principle approval will 
automatically lapse, unless the Department 
specifically extends it. 

(iv) After in-principle approval for a project by DJPP, 
the project would be submitted for final approval 
to the Empowered Committee. 

(v) The Empowered Committee shall decide penal 
interest liable for any default or delay in execution 
of the Project or withdrawal by the SPY. 


9. The Committee will devise its own procedures 
and may appoint Sub-Committee, as it may consider 
necessary. It will meet from time to time and as per 
requirement.
